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ILL THREE WEEKS 


Nervous Collapse In- 
stead of ‘Flu.”’ 


| William Thoms, founder of Thoms 
Brothers Paper company and a leading 
church worker, is the latest victim 
of “sleeping sickness.” He died in 
his home, 611 N. Oak Park avenue, 
Oak Park, on Friday, after a three 
weeks’ illness. 

Dr. J. Warren Van Derslice of Oak 
‘Park, who attended Mr. Thoms during 
his last illness, said that his was a 
typical case of lethargic encephalitis, 
or sleeping sickness, which came as 
the aftermath of a nervous breakdown. 
It lasted about three weeks, during 
which time the patient slept practical- 


4 ly all the time. 
4 Followed Nervous Collapse. 
: | “Sleeping sickness,” 


said Dr. Van 
| Derslice, “ usually follows an epidemic 
‘of influenza, although in this case it 
was the direct result of a nervous 
‘breakdown with no previous attack of 


\influenza. There have been five epi- 
% | demics of influenza in the history of 
| the United States, and each epidemic 
} has been followed by a number of 
= ‘cases*of sleeping sickness. 


Last win- 
ter there were fifty cases in this coun- 
try. with a death rate of over 60 per 
cent. This year there are about as 
many cases, but they seem milder and 
the death rate is considerably lower. 
'There are at present three‘ cases of 
the’ sickness in Oak Park. 

Dr. Van Derslice was asked about 
the French serum which was admin- 
istered for the first time in Chicago 
| last Friday by Dr. Samuel Stein in the 


Exchange avenue, South Chicago, for 
sleeping sickness. 
No Recognized Cure. 

“Up to date there is no recognized 
cure for this disease,” he said, “as the 
analysis of the spinal fluid always 
shows negative, and thus gives no in- 
dication as to what kind of a serum 
should be used in combating the bac- 
teria.

Football, the roughest of American 
outdoor sports, claimed five victims 
during the 1919 season, which closed 
with Thanksgiving day games, accord- 
ing to Associated Press reports. The 
number of deaths—the lowest in years 
—was five less than in ‘1918 and seven 
under the toll of two years ago. There 
were eighteen lives lost during the 1916 
season and sixteen in 1915. 

Development of the open style of 
play to supplant the dangerous smash- 
ing game is mainly responsible for the 
decreasing number of fatalities, in the 
opinion of gridiron experts. The dan- 
‘gers of a dozen years ago, when the 
old style smashing game included hur- 
dling, fying tackles, vicious of- 
fensive tactics, have been almost en- 
tirely eliminated in the new style of 
football, with a corresponding decrease 
in the number of deaths. :

Having feet firmly placed now, heels 
together, and with hands on floor.

CONFECTION SUGGESTIONS. 


T would be a pleasant indulgence 
to rant about the vagaries of our 
“ugar supply, but an enumeration 
of the different phases of the sugar 
famtne we have passed through re- 
cently would probably profit nobody 
auything. It certainly will be more 
profitable to discuss the cooking of 
Sugar, since there is a good gambling 
chance that there will be some smal] 
amount to cook, if we careftilly get 
our allotted pound a day every day. 
True to the well known psychology 
of human nature, people are rarely 
60 e®axer to anything as when 
they cannot get it to cook. 
lf the amuteur sugar cook or candy 
maker or the experienced cook out of 
practice really gets sugar thoroughly 
cooked—that is, the wet put with it 
or only that naturally in it all cooked 
out—the product is too likely to be a 
rough and ragged rock, quite unre- 
lated to the various sorts of stand- 
ardized sugar rocks known in the con- 
fectioner’s business. Once obtaining 
these rocks, the, think that the sugar 
used is spoiled and lost. Not so; it 
may be remelted. Yes, remelted, not 
once but many, times over, if it is at 
no time burned. 


Remelting of Sugar. | 

The theme then of this. discourse 
is the remelting of sugar. I believe 
that the kuowledge of how to melt 
Sugar successfully and perhaps to 
keep it melted is one of the great se- 
crets of the confectioner’s trade. By 
the way, some kinds of amateur sugar 
rocks need not be completely remelt- 
ed. Take those which have resulted 
from cooking tov ‘ong a caramel! mix- 
ture. Fifteen seconds may be too 


long. They may be so hard that they 


will fly into all sorts of bits when 
broken with « hammer, yet if they 
are set in a warm place they will soft- 
en, may then be marked off in small 
squares like any caramel, cut up, and 
perfectly shaped between two knife 
blades. Moreover, if those carameis 
so made stifte:. tp again just put 
them in a plate on the radiator or 
the top of an oven. and when they 
have softened up you will find that you 
bave ths best sort of a chewing cara- 
mel. Knowing ints simple remedy 
you need never run the risk of a new 
dentist bill because of eating rocky 
caramels. 

The professional candy maker has 


: what he calls a “batch warmer,” be- 


fore which he keeps soft mixtures that 
wher cold wil) be rocky or brittle. 
He manipulates these mixtures in the 
heat. Before the open oven door of 
a not too hot oven we may do the

Use Scraps in Caramels. 

But about remelting or salvaging 
sugar, which is no more likely to cook 
again te a rock than the fresh sugar 
we started out with, I think I have 

really something important to say. 
To give credit where credit is due 
let me say I got the best part of the 
idea from Mrs. Elvira Merigold of 


Paducah, Ky., who wrote me a long 


letter about her success in making 
caramels. Previous to this I rather 
scorned renovated candies. In this let- 
ter she said: 

“Tf you should be so unfortunate as 
to spoil any batch of candy, weigh it 
up aS sugar and use it for caramels. 
Save all scrapings and leftover icings. 
Sometimes when dipping bonbons the 
cream gets gritty. Save and use in 


caramels, allowing just a little more 


than if clear sugar was used. “ook 
your caramels in a large kettle to 
allow plenty of room to boil up.” 

There follows this a long description 
of how a mixture may be divided up, 
each portion treated differently by 
of different flavors and  muts, choco- 
late, fruits, and combinations of these, 
to make a great variety of caramels 
Tough caramels are salvaged by partly 
melting them and combining a half 
with nuts, ete. | 

How to Soften Caramels. 

Mrs. Merigold advises a more than 
generous amount of glucose or corn 
sirup for caramels. A little is almost 


 @ necessity, and two tablespoons to a 


pound of sugar is about the least we 
can use. Further directions from this 
source are: 

“By testing the sirup in cold water 
you can have the caramels of any con- 
sistency you like. Hard caramels are 
as unattractive from a chewing point 
of view as too soft are to the eye. How: 
ever, if you should get them too hard 
add milk or cream and coo® over. If 
too soft add milk or cream and cook 
over. Stir your caramels from the 
moment you put them over the fire 
until they are done. Use a wooden 
spoon or paddle and stir gently, just 
a slow agitation over the entire bot- 
tom of the kettle. Hard stirring will 
cause them to sugar.” 

The emphatic things, then, are gentle 
and slow stirring, and remember to use 
the wooden spoon for every sort of 
stirring in metal. 

Messes of Cooked Sugar. 

Looking around for messes of cooked 
sugar to make some caramels with, I 
togk some butterscotch sirup made of 
brown sugar, a remnant of what had

sugar which had sugared off in a day 
or two, because the sugar had granu- 
lated around the pan it was cooked 
in; a praline just made as an experi- 
ment; two of the pieces of what I call 
below brown sugar kisses—a pound in 
all—and cooked these first with a cup 
of top milk to 230 degrees. Then I 
added a-cup of cream, pouring it into

SHINGLES AND STUCCO. 
NE of the first decisions that the 


Pe. prospective home builder must 


make is in regard to the mate- 

rials that are to be used in his 
new house. -T decision is becoming 
more and mor ifficult to make, for 
aterials and combi 
nations of maté¥ials are increasing in 
variety. For many years American 
homes were constructed of two mate- 
rials—lumber and brick, with here and 
there a stone and mortar house. Now 
there are hollow tile. stucco, shingles, 


and a wide variety of wood products. 


One combination of the newer sort 
that is used extensively is shingles and 
stucco. An all shingle house is pretty, 
but there is a monotonous sameness 
about these walls that architects have 
broken by the use of stucco. A house 
of this type is shown in the accom- 
panying illustration. The outside walls 
up to the first floor sill and the porch 
Pillars and walls have been covered 
with stucco. while the balance is of 
Shingles in their natural color. 

Shingles improve in appearance with 
age, some of the most artistic of home 
exteriors being found in the old houses 


of New England. Inventive genius has 


discovered a method by which new 
shingles can be given the appearance 
of age by a chemical treatment that is 
much used. In consequence, the mod- 
ern home builder can have a shingle 
house with all the handsome appear- 
ance that age and weather give the 
shingles. 

The silvered effect that is secured by 
this method is shown on this six room 
story and a half house and blends per- 
fectly with the stucco, and, coupled 
with the other good features of the ex- 
terior of this home, makes it an ex-

ceptionally good looking place in which 
to live. 

On the first floor of this house are 
three rooms—living and dining rooms 
and kitchen.

The back of the 
pillow need not be ornamented at all. 

Orange silk or turquoise blue silk 
makes the most fascinating color 
schemes. But you can use unbleached 
muslin, pongee, or white cotton crépe 
equally well. Suppose you are making 
an oblong pillow twelve inches wide 
and twenty inches long. On a piece of 
material 14x22 inches (that allows one 
inch all around for seams and shrink- 
ing in dyeing) lay off with a soft pencil 
five squares 4x4 inches in length and

in-Chicago’s Era 


» of Construction 
By Mme. X..

call the boulevard link has 


Siahiens such an accepted part of 

evervday life that we don’t call it 
anything. a few Chicx roans wil re 
member this era of construction: It 
fs picturesque and worth recording in 
fashion. 

Den’t let us forget, in the splendors 
ot ¢ompletion, today’s two long in- 
clines of Michigan avenue slowly 
creeping to a meeting; the red brick 
skeleton of the double decker bridge 
which, jo:nt by joint, is emerging from 
the river bed and bank; the ups and 
downs negotiated by foot passengers 
hurrying north on the boulevard from 
Randolph street towards Rush street 
vridge; the fierce traific congestion 
which daily, at certain hours, threat- 
ens the city’s main artery~with apo- 
nlexy. 

This moment tm our history will, in 
a decade or two, seem as unreal] and 
incredible as does the reconstruction 
period after the fire to those whose 
memories hark back as far as that. 

One of the really effective pieces of 
architecture which is to adorn the tri- 
umphant thoroughfare will be the Cre- 
rer library building at the northwest 
eorner of Michigan avenue and Ran- 
folph street. This is to be built of 
Bedford limestone, the same matertul 
as that of the public ifbrary, the Art 
institute, and the University club. 


Goed Stone for Chicago. 

Tt ts a beautiful and suitable stone 
for Chicago’s smoke drenched atmos- 
“phere, though why we don’t make more 
use of our own Illinois limestone it is 
hard to understand. It is the one 
known material to hold its own against 
the devastations of our gas charged, 
and defacing smoke. 
Age gives its dazzling exterior a soft- 
ening. mellow color most soothing to 
the eye. 

Only about a third of the Crerar 
Mbrary structure is now to be put up. 
This will include on the top floor a 
huge reading room with windows look- 
‘ng north, east, and south. The library 
‘s to occupy the two top stories of the 
structure and promises to be one of 
the great scientific reference libraries 
of the country. 

“There is a “ gentleman's agreement” 
among certain prominent architects to 
emphasize the architectura)] unity and 
beauty of that part of Michigan ave 
nue which lies north of the river by 
instituting and maintaining a certain 
uniform e¢ye-line to be marked by 
bands of electric lights like those on 
other buildings. 

This will make the perspective of 
the boulevard, by day or night, a strik- 
ing and impressive feature. It will 
also provide. tn a measure. that qual ty 
most lacking tn American municipal 
architecture—harmony. It is to be 
hoped that they succeed in this en- 
deavor to make every structure on the 
avenue a harmonious part of » beauti- 
ful whole. 

Society Lacks Leadershtp. 
‘With such a setting as is planned 
for Chicago, a society to fit should be 
developed, for Chicago society is in as 
transitional a stage as her streets and 
architecture. Society leaders are born, 
not made, and we are in need of a 
renaissance of definite character, which 
should provide us with leaders to 
guide us from that matertalistic chaos 
now called “society.” We are with- 
out form, elegance, ideals, or distine 
tion of any kind, though there are peo- 
ple in society who have some or all of 
these qualifications. 

We have had such leaders tn the 
past, remarkable women, who left Cht- 
cago and went forth into the world, 
and wherever they went made a deep 
impression. Perhaps, had Chicago at- 
tained the beauty and symmetry 
planned for this city they might -not 
have left her. 

Wherever they went the same quali- 
tias that made them conspicuous here 
gave them prominence elsewhere. So 
Mrs. Potter Palmer was renowned in 
London and Paris, as she was here.

, The report. of the conference, speaking 
of ‘laboratories, says: 

“This is the most important and per- 

i haps the governmental health function 

(from which the physician receives from 

‘the authorities a really valuable service. 

When this service is properly rendered 
it is highly appreciated by the medical 
profession, and serves to foster cotp- 

| eration and good feeling between the 

‘ health authorities and the profession. 

“We believe there is no other agency 

| more potent in improving the standards 

| of medical practice in a country than the 
service of a public health laboratory 
which has been administered so as to 


| bring about the wide use by the medical 


profession of the facilities which’ it of- 
fers.” 
The conference advocates strongly the 


health nurses, and emphasizes especially 
the need of education in public health. 
At the head of the list of educational 
agencies newspapers are placed. 
The people of certain countries in 
Europe have no conception of the health 
education done by newspapers in this 
country. With them newspapers never 
touch upon health subjects except in the 
advertising columns. In one country of 
which I know the newspapers bar refer-

The Red Cross was active in helping 
Russia as long as that help was allowed. 
Naturally a Red. Cross conference meet- 
ing in Europe in April, 1919, selected 
typhus as an object for special effort. 
The plan recommended to the central bu- 
reau to combat typhus comprised the fol- 
lowing: 

4. Make digest of literature on the epi- 
demiology of typhus. 

2. Survey typhus infected areas to de- 
termine the prevalence 6f typhus and its 
significance as a cause of sickness and 
‘economic loss. 

3. Work with the local government and | 
local philanthropic agencies in controlling 
the disease. 

4. Select a local area and eradicate the 
disease there, keeping careful records of 


methods employed, ‘results accomplished, | 


and money spent. 
5. Prepare full reports on these local 


demonstrations and use them to stimulate.

6. Determine the methods of control 
which best suit the climate, habits, food, 
and economic conditions among the people 
to be interested. 

In a more general way the activities of 
the central bureau to be established by 
the national Red Cross societies in the 
alliance are: 

1. To stimulate the development of Red 
Cross societies in countries where such 
societies do not now exist. 

2. To codperate with governments and 
with other philanthropic organizations 

8. To submit programs for national

cure. To stimulate health programs that 
will keep the people well rather than to

Tx second week of the opera season brought much of enjoyment and con- 


siderable of interest. Illness of Mr. Dolci necessitated change of bill Mon- 

day evening, and the rehearing of Montemezzi’s latest work, “ The Ship ” 
(“La Nave”), was thus unavoidably postponed, “ Butterfly” being given in- 
etead. The Borowski ballet “ Boudour” had first showing on Tuesday night, 
following “La Boheme,” which Puccini master work became particularly in- 
teresting because of the successful debut of the American soprano, Evelyn 
| Herbert, as Mimi. Yvonne Gall and other members of the French section made 
their reappearance on Wednesday, and Miss Garden accomplished her re- 
entrance Thursday in Massenet’s “ Cleopatra.” : 
The Wednesday evening performance proved the musically notable of the 
week, for it brought further acquaintance with “The Vagabond” Le Chemi- 
neau "’), the opera by Xavier Leroux which had its premiere the last matinée 
of last season, but which otherwise was unknown to Chicago opera patrons. 
It is an opera of uncommon beauty and appeal, the story is the finely idyllic 


and cclorful, as is found in any modern score. 

7 Leroux has fashioned a musically illustrative accompaniment which mir. 
rors faithfully the moods and movement of the drama, and yet impresses as 
astonishingly free, untrammeled, and independent so far as operatic music 
conventions and rules are concerned. The orchestra is as protd of its liberty. 
and of having its own way, as is thé Vagabond himself. And yet, just as he 
cannot live without contact with his fellow beings, and just ‘as he {is of use in 
helping them when in need, and in bringing out their qualities and worth, so 
the orchestral score would be meaningless and powerless as music without 
the contact of Richepin drama, and so, too, it brings out and enhances what 
the drama contains, | 
It is a score so unusual that hearing it once creates eager wish to hear it 
again. The scoring oftentimes is light in surprising degree. Only a single in- 
strurnent will be employed at times, again only a few of the strings, the wood 
winds alone, or combifiations of strings and wood winds. | 

The music is in the Debussy manner, the Debussy of “ Pelleas and Mell- 
sande,” but is a shade more definite, more melodious, and more appealing. 
It also contains delicious bits of humor and quaint whimsies not found im the 
Debussy score. The scene, for example, of the two old topers sitting in front 
of the inn at the crossroads in act three is accompanied by as clever instru- 
mental funning as could be wished. The whole range from this lovable jollity, 
to dramatic seriousness almost tragic fn character, is traversed and success. 
ful. The voice parts, too, fit the word phrase and mood remarkably. All in 
all, it is a score exceptionally interesting, exceptionally appealing, exceptionally 
beautiful. 

Whether the opera will hold place in the répertory remains to be seen. It 


| may, and it is, to be earnestly hoped it can, for it is of genuine worth. But 


if it does, it will be because the Richepin story has not only a human note 
that reaches out and compels sympathy but because the motives of the drama 
and their employment are so simple, so direct, and so true to human experi- 
ence that even the least informed onlooker can grasp them and understand. 
“The Vagabond,” like “Louise,” has its primal and vital value in the 
story itself, and not to be able to understand and follow the story closely and 
intelligibly is to be barred from the major portion of the enjoyment the two 
operas afford. “The Vagabond” is far more easily grasped than is “ Louise,” 
for Richepin.has not woven into his drama anything lke the sociologica! 
and humanitarian doctrines which Charpentier purposely votc+d in his drama 
of life on Montmartre. It is therefore more quickly conisprehended. But it, 
like “ Louise,” requires constant understanding of the text to derive full en- 
joyment and appreciation of the opera. A though* which would not down 
during all of the excellent performance given last Wednescay evening was 
that of how much real value was being lost te the Chicago patrons.

Fruit and vegetables 
could be grown near them and delivered fresh by 
wagon. The present-day demand for out-of-season 

foods and foreign foods, did not exist. In short, the 
conditions which today make canned foods a practi- 
cal necessity, were conspicuous by their absence. 

Just as the wars of Napoleon gave stimulus to 
the establishment of the industry, so our own Civil 
War stimulated its development in this country. 

Soldiers in the detention camps and hospitals, be- 
ing supplied with foods packed in cans, were quick 
to appreciate their convenience and excellence, and 
were later instrumental in spreading the good news 
broadcast throughout the country. | 

The large development of the industry dates from 
this period. Not until several years later, however, 
were formulated the principles which form the basis 
of scientific canning, as we know it today. _ 

. Nicholas Appert, successful though he was, could 
not himself tell why foods kept when treated accorde- 
ing to that method. He ascribed it, as we shall see, 
to the exclusion of outside air, after applying suffi- 
cient heat to the food. _ 

‘In his work entitled “The Art of Preserving Ani- 
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and the application of heat by means of the water- 
bath, are both indispensable to the complete preser- 


wation of alimentary substances.” 


‘Subsequently the French Government appointed 
Guy Lussac, the foremost chemist of his time, to 


_ investigate this phenomenon. Lussac confirmed: 


Appert's theory that the exclusion of air from 
container prevents the spoiling of foods con 

This explanation prevailed until another eminent 
Frenchman Louis Pasteur, discovered most of the 
fundamental haya involved in the science of 
bacteriology. 

The first application of the new science to canning 
in this country was made in 1895 by H. L. Russell, 
of the University of Wisconsin. | 

In 1896 Professors Prescott and Underwood of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, supplement- 
notable experiments.
